The three-year Health 
Capital Plan also includes 
an additional $375 million 
for vaccines, health system 
development, diagnostic 
imaging strategy and elec¬ 
tronic health records.

The agency says the as¬ 
sessment doesn’t consid¬ 
er how increased use of 
oil from the oilsands 
would affect U.S. climate 
change policies.

Environmental groups 
say the document could 
cause delays in 
permitting the $ 12- 
billion project and may 
even force a major recon¬ 
sideration of it.

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Black released 
from prison on 
$2-million bail

Conrad Black, liberated

years. 

Judge Amy St. Eve set 
Black free on a $2-million 
US bond yesterday and 
gave the one-time Canadi¬ 
an media baron 48 hours 
to return to the city where 
he was convicted in 2007 
on charges of fraud and ob¬ 
struction of justice. 

The bond money was 
put up by Black’s longtime 
friend, Roger Hertog, an

Hours 
later, a black SUV similar 
to one spotted at the 
prison, entered Black’s 
driveway in Palm Beach, 
running a gauntlet of pho¬ 


tographers. 

Black had been behind 
bars for more than two 
years after being convicted 
of defrauding Hollinger 
Inc. of more than $6 mil¬ 
lion. 

Earlier this week, the 
7th Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals granted Black’s 
motion for bail following a 
Supreme Court ruling that 
narrowed the scope of the 
“honest services” law that 
was central to his convic¬ 
tion. 

The justices left it up to 
the lower court to decide 
whether the conviction 
should be overturned. That 
decision has yet to be 
made.

No charges

looking into.” 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice was unswayed by the 
RCMP’s judgment, howev¬ 
er, and said Guergis would 
not be allowed back into 
caucus.

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Pirates may

O Squeezed out of Gulf of Aden, 
Somali pirates could be shifting to 
Red Sea where navy can’t stop them 


The commander of NATO’s 
counter-piracy flotilla said 
yesterday that Somali pi¬ 
rates squeezed by a multi¬ 
national armada in the Gulf 
of Aden may be shifting 
some operations to the 
southern Red Sea where 
naval forces lack clear au¬ 
thority to stop them. 

In addition to recent at¬ 
tacks in the area, Com¬ 
modore Michiel Hijmans 
said there have been “a lot 
of false alarms” where 
mariners believed pirates 
were pursuing them.

The U.S. government yes¬ 
terday began investigating 
how a United Airlines jet¬ 
liner hit severe turbulence 
on a flight over Kansas, in¬ 
juring at least 22 and jolt¬ 
ing one woman out of her 
seat so forcefully that she 
left a crack when she hit 
the side of the cabin, 
authorities and a witness 
said.

O Obama signs the most sweeping 
reform since Depression © Tough 
legislation puts Wall St. on notice 


Revelling in victory, U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
yesterday signed into law 
the most sweeping reform 
of financial regulations 
since the Great Depres¬ 
sion. 

It’s a package that aims 
to protect consumers and 
ensure economic stability 
from Main Street to Wall 
Street. 

The law, pushed 
through mainly by Democ¬ 
rats in Washington’s 
deeply partisan environ¬ 
ment, comes almost two 
years after the infamous fi¬ 
nancial meltdown in 2008 
in the United States that 
was felt around the globe. 

The legislation ... 

y Gives the government 
new powers to break up 
companies that threaten 
the economy. 

y Creates a new agency 
to guard consumers in 
their financial transac¬ 
tions. 

y Puts more light on the 
financial markets that 
have escaped the oversight

law, the American 
people will never 
again be asked to 
foot the bill for 
Wall Street’s 
mistakes.”

of regulators. 

Obama described them 
all as commons ense re¬ 
forms that will help people 
in their daily life — sign¬ 
ing contracts, understand¬ 
ing fees, understanding 
risks. 

And he called the re¬ 
forms “the strongest con¬ 
sumer protections in 
history.” 

Republicans portray the 
bill as a burden on small 
banks and the businesses 
that rely on them and ar¬ 
gue it will cost consumers 
and impede job growth. 

Republican Rep. Darrell 
Issa of California called the 
bill-signing a “charade.”

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Gas giant 
Encana 
will boost 
spending 

Natural gas giant Encana 
Corp. is boosting capital 
spending by half a billion 
dollars this year and says it 
expects to produce sub¬ 
stantially more natural gas 
in 2010 than previously an¬ 
ticipated. 

“Our production is 
ahead of target and we are 
gaining ground on costs 
through continual opti¬ 
mization programs that 
help us pursue our corner¬ 
stone goal of being the in¬ 
dustry’s lowest-cost 

producer,” chief executive 
officer Randy Eresman said 
yesterday as the firm re¬ 
ported a second-quarter 
loss. 

Encana, which expects 
to spend $5 billion in 2010, 
said operating costs are

tracking about 17 per cent 
below earlier expectations. 

Encana says it will pro¬ 
duce nearly 3.7 billion cu¬ 
bic feet of natural gas per 
day in 2010 — an increase 
of 65 million cubic feet. 

But Encana said foreign 
exchange and hedging 
losses dragged it to a 
$505-million net loss in the 
second quarter, compared 
with a profit of 
$92 million in the same 
2009 period.

BOMBARDIER 

Will 

Canada’s 
air giant 
spring a 
CSeries 
surprise? 

Time is running out but 
aerospace industry 
observers haven’t totally 
given up hope that Bom¬ 
bardier may pull a rabbit 
out of its hat and close 
the Farnborough 
Airshow with a CSeries 
order surprise. 

“If nothing is 
announced by tomorrow 
(Thursday) morning I 
would think that there’s 
not going to be an order, 
but I don’t want to write 
it off,” said Cameron Do- 
erksen of Versant 
Partners. 

The Montreal-based 
company has reportedly 
refused to extinguish ex¬ 
pectations, hinting to 
media at the air show 
near London, England, 
that a deal could still 
emerge. 

“Any CSeries order 
would be well-received, 
whether it’s today or to¬ 
morrow or next week,” 
Doerksen said. 

Doerlcsen added that 
the aerospace manufac¬ 
turer’s stock was weak¬ 
ened Monday because 
an anticipated order 
from Qatar Airways 


didn’t materialize. 

With more than $25 
billion US of orders, the 
air show has been a suc¬ 
cess for manufacturers 
such as Boeing, Airbus 
and Embraer. 

But Bombardier has 
only contributed about 
$830 million US to that 
tally — $1 billion US if 
you include an order in 
the days leading up to 
the biennial event. 

Richard Aboulafia of 
the Teal Group said un¬ 
certainty about Boeing 
and Airbus new product 
launches has led airlines 
to hold off on 
committing to a new 
product from 
Bombardier’s maiden of¬ 
fering as a large jet pro¬ 
ducer. 

“I guess we’ll see 
about Thursday... it 
would certainly be dra¬ 
matic,” he said of a pos¬ 
sible CSeries surprise. 

Despite the order 
guessing game, 
Bombardier announced 
yesterday that it has 
raised its market 
forecast for commercial 
aircraft, including the 
CSeries, over the next 
two decades as it antici¬ 
pates China will propel 
global demand. 

The world’s third- 
large st aircraft manufac¬ 
turer believes the 
industry as a whole will 
deliver 12,800 commer¬ 
cial planes of up to 149 
seats by 2029, a market 
segment that excludes 
Boeing’s and Airbus’s 
big airliners.

Unemployment has been 
one of my most humbling 
experiences, up there with 
divorce, nearly dying, and 
contemplating Conrad 
Black's ego. 

I was recently jobless for 
three months, the longest 
stretch of my life. It was 
demoralizing. Not only 
was I unemployed, I was 
bad at being unemployed. 
If you have ever used the Cana¬ 
da Job Bank, you know there are 
no jobs in this country unless you 
are a tradesman, a dental 
assistant, or a line cook. (Raise 
your children accordingly.) 

So I had to look on foot 
instead. The manila envelope 
holding my resumes felt like a 
badge of shame, an adult dunce 
cap or a modern-day Scarlet Let¬ 


ter. People could tell I was behind 
on my debt payments, I was sure 
of it. 

The first place 
I tried in person 
was a hospital, 
and the first 
words out of my 
mouth were — 
this is true — 

“I’m on the 
street looking 
for work. Can 
you help me?” 

They seemed 
less than 
intrigued. 

Understand 
that I come from 
New Brunswick, 
where job 
searches involve 
walking into 
places and saying, “I’d like to 
work here.” Employers respond 


with hardball questions such as, 
“Your mom’s name is Margie, 
right?” (Don’t 
tell anyone, but 
I had my 
answer prepped 
for that one and 
always got it 
right.) 

Now I live in 
Toronto, where 
most of the in¬ 
terviews involve 
a tired-looking 
recruiter sitting 
next to a stack 
of resumes the 
size of the late 
Gary Coleman 
and hitting me 
with a long 
string of hypo¬ 
thetical and eth¬ 
ical questions. For example: “If 
you were on shift and your super¬ 


visor was asleep, but he had told 
you specifically not to wake him, 
and the supervisor was YOUR 
DAD, what would you do?” 

“My dad’s name is Bob,” I’d re¬ 
ply. “Do you know him?” 

After a couple months of this I 
started to wear down. But then I 
broke through and found a great 
job. 

If you look at it one way, I 
stuck with it even through the 
dark times and proved to myself I 
can do whatever I set my mind to. 

In another, more accurate way, 
I got a job without an interview 
and at a place where my boss 
knows my mom. Remember: If 
you’re looking for work, her 
name is Margie.

When the special sing-a- 
long version of Grease 
opens this Friday in select 
markets, it’ll give fans of 
the super-cheesy 1978 mu¬ 
sical a chance to dress up as 
their favourite characters 
and belt out the hits with 
the help of onscreen subti¬ 
tles. 

But while the official 
Grease Sing-A-Long may be 
having its Canadian pre¬ 
miere, participatoiy films 
are hardly a new phenome¬ 
non. Such screenings are 


business as usual at a num¬ 
ber of independent theatres 
across the country. 

Ottawa’s 78-year-old 
Mayfair Theatre is one ex¬ 
ample of a cinema that ac¬ 
tively promotes audience 
interaction with certain ti¬ 
tles. 

“We encourage people 
to leave their cellphones 
on, stop sitting on their 
hands and go a little bit 
nuts” says Lee Demarbre, a 
well-known indie filmmak¬ 
er (Jesus Christ Vampire 
Hunter) who also works as 
one of the Mayfair’s pro¬ 
grammers. “The idea of get¬

and watching something 
that you love is very appeal¬ 
ing to our fans.” 

The audience talk-back 
phenomenon probably be¬ 
gan with 1975’s The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show, a film 
explicitly designed to culti¬ 
vate a cult following. Alex 
Chisholm, who works for 
the Rio Theatre in Vancou¬ 
ver acknowledges that 
Rocky is a staple but also 
tries to mix things up a lit¬ 
tle bit. The theatre’s recent 


midnight-movie selections 
include the so-bad-it’s-good 
melodrama The Room and 
also The Good, The Bad, 
and The Ugly — a ’60s 
Western widely considered 
to be a true classic. 

“Some of these films 
aren’t what you'd call tradi¬ 
tionally ‘call-and-response’- 
type titles,” he says. “We 
like trying things out in 
that Roman Coliseum at¬ 
mosphere. We give out a 
discount for best costume, 
so for (The Good, The Bad 
and the Ugly) we had 250 
cowboys wandering 

around, cat-calling Clint 
(Eastwood)."

Sheiyl Crow has covered a 
lot of ground in her nearly 
two decades of making 
music, but she’s yet to 
tackle soul in a serious 
way. 

Her latest attempts to 
do that, evoking A1 Green 
style sounds complete 
with wild horns and boom¬ 
ing choirs.

O Short stay in slammer, but 
actress required to undergo three 
months of inpatient rehab 


Lindsay Lohan’s time in jail 
will be short, but her time 
away from the public eye 
will be much longer. 

Sheriffs officials say the 
actress will spend only about 
two weeks of a 90-day sen¬ 
tence in jail. But her brief 
time in an isolation cell that 
has housed other celebrities 
such as Paris Hilton and 
Michelle Rodriguez is just 
one element of her sentence. 

Once Lohan is released in 
August, she is required to re¬ 
port to probation officials 
within a day. She has also 
been ordered to spend three 
months at an inpatient rehab. 

That portion of her sen¬ 
tence won’t be trimmed like 
her jail stint by credits for 
good behaviour. 

"It’s a straight 90 days,” 
prosecutor Danette Meyers 
said yesterday. 


The result is that the 
"Mean Girls” and "Georgia 
Rules” star will be unavail¬ 
able until late this year to 
start filming her portrayal of 
pom actress Linda Lovelace 
in a biopic. She will be equal¬ 
ly unavailable to promote 
her role as a gun-toting nun 
in Robert Rodriguez’s "Ma¬ 
chete,” which marks her re¬ 
turn to the big screen in 
September. 

It amounts to lost time for 
the once-promising actress, 
whose movements have 
been restricted since she 
missed a court date in May. It 
remains to be seen whether 
Lohan can replicate a post¬ 
jail rebound similar to 
Michelle Rodriguez, who 
had a prominent role in last 
year’s blockbuster "Avatar” 
and appears in "Machete.”

O Award-winning American designer recalls fashion diaster while dabbling 
in trends as a child. O Today he’s at the height of his career with an edgy 
eponymous label that receives accolades from A-list fans and critics alike. 



At 26, Alexander Wang has 
made a rapid ascent in the 
style ranks, racking up A- 
list fans and accolades for 
his cool, edgy creations 
along the way. 

But when first dabbling 
in crafting his own custom 
designs as a child, his exe¬ 
cution didn’t quite match 
up with his levels of ambi¬ 
tion and enthusiasm. 

Wang recalled being in 
sixth or seventh grade 
when he first tried to sew 
himself a pair of pants.

A month ago, 
Cosmos on 
Rice Howard 
Way re¬ 
opened its doors as chic 
Sigma. Cheerful Mediter¬ 
ranean frescoes were re¬ 
placed with dark, elegant 
hardwoods and the Greek 
menu expanded to include 
pasta, burgers and steak. 

The resulting bistro on¬ 
ly charges mid-range 
prices and still boasts one 
of the best downtown pa¬ 
tios. 

I paired my moussaka 
($14.50) with coffee ($2.50) 
and the essential baklava 
($5.50). The accompanying 
Greek salad was abundant 
and only lightly oiled, 
while the sweet density of 
my eggplant casserole was 



simply delicious. My coffee 
never dropped below half 
a cup, and the baklava — 
enhanced as it was with a 
pinch of cinnamon — was 
crisp, sweet and sublime. 

Sigma is the right 
restaurant in the right 
place. Their solid Greek 
cuisine is priced lower 
than most in the down¬ 
town core, and renovation 
brought the bistro into the 
current decade. Savour a 
retsina and some appetiz¬ 
ers, or spiked coffee and 
baklava, and watch the 
world pass by.

Ilya Kovalchuk is no clos¬ 
er to figuring out his fu¬ 
ture than he was when 
NHL free agency opened 
three weeks ago. 

Kovalchuk’s landmark 
17-year, $ 102-million US 
contract with the New Jer¬ 
sey Devils was rejected by 
the NHL, which ruled that 
the longest deal in league 
history violated its salary 
cap. 

Where the high-scoring 
forward — the biggest 
prize on the free agent 


market —will land now is 
anyone’s guess. 

NHL deputy commission¬ 
er Bill Daly said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday the Devils, 
Kovalchuk and the players’ 
association still have sever¬ 
al options if they choose to 
restructure the deal. 

Until then, Daly said 
“the player is not entitled 
to play under the contract.” 

“We are extremely dis¬ 
appointed that the NHL has 
decided to reject the con¬ 
tract of Ilya Kovalchuk,” 


Devils president and gener¬ 
al manager Lou Lamoriello 
said in a statement. 

“The contract complies 
with the terms of the col¬ 
lective bargaining agree¬ 
ment.” 

“We will have no fur¬ 
ther comment until the 
process outlined in the 
CBA is complete.” 

Kovalchuk’s agent, Jay 
Grossman, also said yester¬ 
day he wouldn’t comment 
until the matter is resolved.
